People in Nevada really know very 
little of each other. The man who 
has lived here ten years is the excep- 
tion. We were blown here from every 
quarter, and few that are here ever 
saw any of us before they came te this 
state. Prebably there are net ten 
people in Rene who doubt but that 
the subject of this sketch, Mr.Drahms, 
is a native of the United States. He 


seems so thereughly American, bis 
accent so pure, and his devetion 

the institutions of the republic se 
earnest, that no one would take him

A EUROPEAN, 


and yet such is the case. He was 
born in the Province of Pommerania, 
Prussia, on the 4th of March, 1849, 
and came te this ceuotry with his 
ta in 1856, settling in Genoa, 
ineis. At this place he resided un- 
til the breaking out of the war. In 
this, perhaps the most charming villa 
in the west, the earlier years of his 
life were passed in uninterrupted at- 
tendance upon the public scheols, 
with the usual incidents and associa- 
tions that make up this most interest- 
ing period of life. With the break- 
ing out of the war, the associations of 
—— life lost their interest, and the 
one impulse that moved every heart 
caught even the eathusiasm ef the 
school-boys of the land, who nursed 
the “‘ patriotic fire” with as much zeal 
as the eldest. The extreme youth of 
the subject of this biography alone re- 
tarded his earlier entrance to the army, 
but with the call ef 1862 all restraints 
were remeved, and the scruples ef 
anxious nts overcome. Mr. 
Drahms enlisted at the early of 
twelve years in Company B“ of the 
17th Illinois Cavalry, and after a brief 
rendezvous near his native town, re- 
paired with his regiment to the scene 
of action under or-General Rosea- 
cranz. While encampted at Benten 
Barracks, at the requisition ef that 
eral, he was the successful compet- 
iter for a secretaryship at the general 
head quarters department of the Mis- 
souri, where he served successively in 
the offices of Majer-Gens. Rosencranz, 
Dedge, and Pope until his final muster 
eut. Twice he received the compli- 
mentary 
ASSURANCE OF PROMOTION 
to lieutenancy in the regular army, 
latterly by the personal selicitatien of 
General Glesby, then governor of IIli- 
nois, his extreme youth alone detering 


him from its acceptance. At the clése 
of the war he was recommended b 
Generals Resencranz, Sherman, Pepe, 
int- 
ment to West Point military emy, 
and his claim had received the favora- 
ble endorsement of President John- 
son, when, at his ewn solicitation, it 
was withdrawn. Mr. Drahms was 
with Gen. Rosencranz upon his pursuit 
of General Price, in his raid through 
Missouri, and met with a narrow es- 
cape frem a terrible death. While 
camped around a deep well, he was 
standing by acomrade and theught- 
lessly stepped backwards into it, fall- 
ing a distances of sixty-five feet, strik- 
ing ona rock bettom.

Upon his final muster out, he 
accepted a —— in the office of 
the circuit clerk and recorder in the 
Village of Geneva, dividing his time for 
several years between its duties and 
finishing his literary studies-at the 
Northwestern University, Evanston,
